Frederic Township is currently 
considering the establishment of a 
police department to help address 
local law enforcement issues and 
help existing departments if the 
need should arise. 

Mike Girard, Frederic Township 
Building and Zoning Administrator 
and graduate of the Kirtland 
Community College police acade- 
my, originally presented the idea to 
the township board. Under the plan, 
Girard would become the township 
police officer and perform law 
enforcement responsibilities in 
addition to his job as Township 
Zoning Administrator. 

He said the idea of establishing 
the position would be “to help back 
up the State Police and Sheriff’s 
Department.” 

“They would still be the primary 
law enforcement,” said Girard. 
“This would help fill some of the 
gaps that they (Sheriff’s Department 
deputies) can’t fill because of cut- 
backs.” 

The main objectives of the pro- 
posed position would be to address 
local law concems, Girard said, 
such as vandalism, snowmobile 
complaints during winter months, 
performing cabin checks, stray dog 
and animal control calls, trespass- 
ing, juvenile problems, and littering. 

Basically, the officer would be 
available on an on-call basis for the 
township. 

Girard said he isn’t asking for any 
additional money, and the title and 
responsibilities of police officer 
would enhance his zoning duties, 


gets mixed reaction 


which include zoning enforcement. 

Township Supervisor Brian 
Hulbert agreed. “He would carry 
more clout as a police officer,” 
Hulbert said. “Zoning officials can 
sometimes face some pretty unruly 
people.” 

Girard noted that Grayling does 
zoning enforcement through the 
police. “We'd like to adopt a similar 
system,” he said. 

Creating the police officer posi- 
tion would also make the township 
eligible for private, state and federal 
grants. “If there were any costs, 
such as a car, we should be able to 
offset it by getting grants,’ Girard 
said. 

Girard said that reaction to the 
proposal has been “mixed.” 

“T think the negative side has been 
the most vocal,” he said. 

“It was almost hostile,’ Hulbert 
said. 

At a special meeting to discuss 
the matter on Tuesday, May 18, over 
70 people attended. 

A show of hands revealed 25 
against the proposal, 15 in favor and 
the rest undecided, Girard said, but 
the township contains almost 1,500 
people. 

“A lot of people don’t know what 
we’re proposing,” Girard said. “The 
board would like nothing more than 
to hear the public’s opinion.”

The next township board meeting 
will take place at Frederic Township 
Hall on Tuesday, June 8, at 7 p.m. 


City one step closer 
to DDA decision

The Grayling City Council con- 
ducted a public hearing on Monday, 
May 24, “to consider adoption of a 
Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) and possible boundaries.” 

The meeting was held in the 
Grayling Middle School cafeteria in 
order to accommodate the number 
of people present. 

The City’s DDA advisor, Dan 
Elliott, opened the meeting by show- 
ing the proposed district and 
explaining the DDA’s role as a tool 
for downtown revitalization. 

The objectives of the hearing, as 
stated by Elliott, were to discuss the 
proposed boundaries and decide 
whether forming a DDA in Grayling 
is a good idea. 

Those attending the hearing then 
had an opportunity to voice their 
opinions and ask questions. 

Reactions to both the proposed 
boundaries and to the idea of creat- 
ing a DDA in Grayling were mixed. 

Some citizens were in favor of the 
DDA to help build the downtown 
area, and some felt the DDA was not 
necessary since there already exist 
many ways to improve the area 
without it. 

Some citizens had objections to 
the proposed boundaries as far as 
what is included and what isn’t, and 
that too much of the area is residen- 
tial. 

Elliott admitted that the proposed 
District contains “well over 100 
people,” which means if the District 


boundaries are adopted as shown, 
the DDA board would have to estab- 
lish a Citizens District Council, 
which would have to be notified and 
consulted in a strictly advisory 
capacity concerning DDA projects.

Elliott has advised since the 
beginning to avoid the CDC, as it 
can cause “major delays” to pro- 
jects. 

After hearing from the public, 
Elliott finished the meeting with a 
closing statement, stressing that 
DDA’s are less ,about money and 
more about the willingness of the 
DDA volunteers to accomplish 
goals. 

*“The DDA is not magic,” he said. 
“They’re a tool, and when they 
work, they work very well, but only 
if people participate.” 

As explained by Elliott, the City 
Council must wait 60 days before 
acting on the DDA formation or 
adoption of boundaries. The earliest 
date the council could act on the 
DDA matter would be July 23, he 
said. The council will hold a regular 
meeting on July 26.

Township Clerk Nancy 
Bindschatel said McLeod’s talents 
and abilities will be missed by her 
office. 

McLeod has served as Treasurer 
since his July 1990 appointment fol- 
lowing the illness and subsequent 
death of Treasurer Viola Middleton.

McLeod has been re-elected twice 
since then, but said he feels the time 
has come to move on with other 
endeavors. 

“I’m not leaving for any one par- 
ticular reason,” McLeod said. “I’m 
looking into opportunities in the pri- 
vate sector.” McLeod said he has a 
degree in Business Administration, 
with a major in Accounting. 

“T have been very concerned 
about the business end of the 
Township and have tried to do my 
job for the taxpayers to the best of 
my ability,” said McLeod. “It’s dif- 
ficult to be political in my position, 
so I have avoided those issues.” 


McLeod stated that his retirement 
is effective June 1, therefore allow- 
ing the Township time to find a 
replacement before tax season in 
July. 

Serving as Treasurer has become 
more stressful, said McLeod, since 
his Deputy Treasurer Barbara 
Verlinde retired in 1998 after 23 
years with Frederic Township. “In 
the years I’ve spent with the 
Township, I found she could handle 
any elective position’s duties. It 
was sad to lose such a mainstay and 
asset like her.”

AMERICANS HAVE a way of 
changing with the times. 

That’s not all bad -- but maybe it’s 
not all good, either. 

A case in point is our observance 
of holidays. 

Christmas faces a continuous bat- 
‘tle to retain its true and original 
meaning. More and more, 
Christmas becomes merely a mar- 
keting device, rather than a religious 
event. 

Labor Day largely ignores the 
glory and grandeur of America’s 
great labor force, and what it has 
accomplished through the years. 
Now Labor Day mostly measures 
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when schoo} and football start, and 
when summer ends. 

Thanksgiving kicks off the 
Christmas buying season -- although 
more and more the shopping frenzy 
is pushed toward Labor Day. 

Americans also create new holi- 
days. Thanksgiving is an all- 
American holiday. So is Mother’s 
Day. 

A couple more recent additions to 
America’s holiday calendar are 
Martin Luther King Day, and obser- 
vance of Kwaanza.

MEMORIAL DAY 
both these categories: 

It is an American invention, and it 
is losing much of its original mean- 
ing. 

Memorial Day began in the 
South, when a handful of southern 
women decorated graves of both

Confederate and Union soldiers 
killed in the Civil War. In earlier 
times, Decoration Day was a fre- 
quent alternate name for the holiday. 

Over the years, the observance 
expanded as America’s military 
casualty list grew to include the 
dead from World War 1, World War 
Il. Korea, Vietnam, the Persian Gulf 
and other American military ven- 
tures. 

Hopefully it will grow no further, 
but reality indicates it will. 

The Grand Anmny of the Republic 
(GAR), dedicated to the Union 
cause, in 1868 picked May 30 as its 
official observance of Memorial 
Day. 

Across the South, different states 
selected different days for their 
Memorial Days, with several opting 


for June 3, the birth date of Jefferson . 


Davis, first president of the 


Confederacy.

IN SMALLTOWN America of 
the past, Memorial Day meant a day 
of patriotic celebration. 

Parades of veterans and school 
bands led to the local cemetery, 
where politicians gave speecties, 
someone recited the Gettysburg 
Address, a local veterans drill squad 
fired a rifle salute, and a high school 
bugler sounded Taps. 

If a river was nearby, Gold Star 
mothers dropped flowers from the 
bridge to honor the navy dead. 

Veterans groups or cemetery offi- 
cials placed markers, flowers and 
flags on veterans’ graves. 

This sort of observance still is 
practiced in many American com- 
munities -- mostly smal] towns -- 
but generally not with the same 
depth of public response or enthusi-

asm as in past years. 

Of course, that comparison may 
be just a matter of personal perspec- 
tive, too. When one grows older, 
things of the past sometimes grow in 
importance.

AS TIME passes, Memorial Day 
has changed. 

Many families each May make it 
a point to plant flowers and other- 
wise spruce up conditions of grave 
sites of family members. 

The American Legion and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, among 
other patriotic groups, are posted at 
the shopping centers and street cor- 
ners to sell poppies to finance chari- 
table activities. 

But to most Americans, Memorial 
Day has become simply a long 
weekend, welcomed as the start of 
summer. Honoring those who gave 
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up their lives for their country has 
lessening significance. 

The holiday even has been moved 
from May 30, the traditional day, to 
a nearby Monday, to create an artifi- 
cial long weekend, further twisting 
the reason for the Memorial Day in 
the first place. 

The American people seem to like 
it that way, and it certainly doesn’t 
make a bit of difference to the 
deceased veterans Memorial Day 
was designed to honor. 

But it does detract from the mean- 
ing and significance of the holiday, 
and in doing so, it diminishes just a 
bit more of our American heritage.

Around the world even now our 
young men and women are on alert 
in the same time-worn American tra- 
dition of service.

As a volunteer, I had hoped to 
make a difference by assisting the 
teacher 1 was assigned to, to 
befriend the children and pay spe- 
cial attention to those who needed 
it. J miss that opportunity and 
contact, hopefully to have made a 
small difference. 

We have many very excellent, 
concerned and well qualified 
teachers in our system; we may 
not keep these persons for very 
long unless there is a spirit of 
cohesiveness, discipline, parent 
involvement and better communi- 
cation with all, parapros and vol- 
unteers included.

Safe Memorial Day 
Weekend!

This is the fourth article about 
Civil War veterans buried in 
Crawford County. It was intended 
to be written last year to follow the 
ones from May of 1995, 1996 and 
1997, but sometimes other things 
take precedence, Perhaps it’s just as 
well because as we do research in 
the county, facts do come up that we 
were not able to find previously. 

Our first article contained infor- 
mation on those Civil War vets who 
were buried in the older section of 
Elmwood Cemetery, the second arti- 
cle dealt with the newer section of 
Elmwood and the third article con- 
tained information on the known 
graves in Beaver Creek, the new 
stone that had been set for William 
Woodburn in Elmwood and the 
stone for William D. Green which 
had not been located in Elmwood 
previously. Green’s gravesite and 
stone was found when his great 
grandson, Ray Waite, called to tell 
us where it was, 

In 1997 we could not find infor- 
mation on Green, nor did anyone 
still alive in the Waite family know 
when he died, but thanks to the pro- 
ject at the Crawford County library 
which is identifying births, deaths 
and marriages from the microfilm of 
the Crawford County Avalanche and 
making both a card file and comput- 
er data base, Green’s obituary has 
been found recently. He died in 
1929; according to records in our 
possession, he would have been the 
last Civil War veteran that died in 
the county. His obit states “He was a 
veteran of the Civil war and had 
made-his-home- in Grayling for the 
past few years...” There is no men- 
tion of his being the last vet in 
Grayling to die as some of the other 
obituaries have mentioned that there 
were few left. 

We have now investigated the rest 
of the county cemeteries, Pere 
Cheney, Pioneer, Maple Forest and 
Oakwood in Frederic. Oakwood has 
five graves attributed to Civil War 
vets: Wellington Batterson, who 
was prominent in both Beaver Creek 
and Frederic, the town of 
Wellington in the former and the 
toad named after him near Frederic 
and mentioned in the Frederic 
Centennial book; Oscar Musgrave, 
whose obit from 1915 gave us proof 
of his Civil War status; and Martin 
Valentine, whose name was on the 
original State Archives List, but to 
date we have no proof of company 
or unit. Valentine’s stone gives only 
his death date and age. There are 
John Wallace and his wife, Jane, 
whos tombstone reads, “Volunteer 
nurse in Civil War.” None of the 
stones in Oakwood are government 
stones, ones having a shield pattern 
on them which are unique to Civil 
War graves. 

Maple Forest Cemetery on 
County Road 612 appears to have 
only one veteran, William Sherman, 
whose stone is very badly eroded 
and difficult to read. If there are 
others, there seem to be no records. 

In Pioneer Cemetery in South 
Branch township we found several 
stones, one is Lieut. Henry Funck, 
whose stone has been scrubbed by a 
family member so that it looks like a 
new one. The Funcks were very 
early settlers in that area. Julius 
Richardson, another veteran buried 
there, was one of the carly:settlers of 
that area and some of his family 
confirmed information on him. But 
there remain two mysteries, two 
Civil War stones, for a James Finn 
and A.J. Phillips, no records of their 
burials, no death records and with- 
oul a death date, much difficulty in 
trying to find an obituary. Their 
names were not on our original list 
from the centennial year of 1965 
when the inventory was first done. 

In Pere Cheney Cemetery, which 
had been vandalized for years and is 
now being well taken care of, there 
is a stone for Augustine O'Dell 
showing his company. Another

was on the 1965 
list but there is no stone for him, 
Was there one and it was destroyed 
with most of the rest of them in that 


O’Dell, James B.., 


cemetery? His death is recorded 
here but those records do not desig- 


nate war veterans. so it also remains - 


a mystery. Perhaps someone read- 
ing this article will know something 
or someone that can help us solve 
these mysteries. 

There is another veteran buried in 
Pere Cheney Cemetery for whom 
there is no stone and since there is 
no record, where would one put a 
stone? Lowell Fox died in 1921 and 
his obituary says that he was “a vet- 
eran of the Civil war™ and that the 
“Internment was in Cheney ceme- 
tery.” He had been in Company O 
30th Michigan Infantry and served 
for about six months in 1864 and 
1865 according to [890 census 
records. 

Another mystery in Elmwood 
Cemetery. In an August {885 issue 
of the Crawford Avalanche we 
found this obituary: “Died. {n this 
village. August 19th, 1885. Charles 
Wagner, aged 77 The

deceased will be long remembered 
by our citizens. though but few had 
personal acquaintance with him. He 
was born in Germany and received,

first a military and then a surgical 
education, and held position in the 
German Army. At the opening of 
the rebellion he came to this country 
and (illegible) the cause of the 
union, receiving the wound which 
caused his death. from rebel bush- 
whackers a few days after Lee’s sur- 
render. He was buried on Thursday 
with military honors by Marvin 
Post. G.A.R. and accompanied by 
all the soldiers present at the 
reunion.” His death is recorded here 
but there are no burial records for 
him so where is he in Elmwood? 

It has been an interesting project 
which has taken us over five years 
of time. but not nearly as time con- 
suming as the man with whom we 
have recently had contact. John 
Obermeyer of Grand Rapids. who 
belongs to Sons of Union Veterans 
of the Civil War is attempting to find 
all Michigan Civil War veterans 
who are buried in Michigan and 
other states. A big job! We have 
sent him our list for which he was 
very grateful and we shall keep in 
contact with him as his work may 
solve some of the missing pieces 
that we have not found. 

Because of this project we have 
been able to fill in some information 
for people who had little knowledge 
about their great grandfathers. We 
have been doing some research for 
people via c-mail and by some 
strange chance some of them have 
turned out to be people for whom 
we could furnish information from 
our Civil War data that we have col- 
lected. 

The GAR or Grand Army of the 
Republic as the organization of 
Civil! War veterans was known was 
established in Grayling as the 
Marvin Post #240 and chartered on 
March 20, 1884. It has been stated 
that it was probably named after a

Marvin and there was a Harry 
Marvin from Beaver Creek who 
died in {883 for whom there seems 
to be no record of burial. His obitu- 
ary does not mention a single word 
about any army service but his 
widow was listed on the Special 
Civil War Enumeration Census of 
1890 so it is likely that the post was 
named after him. Henry Marvin, 
another veteran, did not die until 
1893, and we have not found a rela- 
tionship between the two but they 
could have been brothers we pre- 
sume. 

Though we feel that we have 
accomplished what we set out to do 
there are still all of those little miss- 
ing pieces of this puzzle and we 
shall keep working on them a little 
at a time. Some will never be solved 
and at other times something will 
fall into place. It’s been interesting 
and we're happy to have been able 
to help in some small way. Many 
people have helped us along the way 
and we are very grateful to all of 
them.
